On Hit* con­ 
trary, she Is awfully fearful lest 
she frustrate her child and cause 
him to feel Insecure if she doesn’t 
let him have what he wants when 
lie wants It.

•ter cry it out In his own bed le.it ] 
he feel Insecure, feel he is n o t1 
loved. I don’t want him to be 
frustrated for the rest of his life.” j 
Escape the Dilemma 
What a Ax this mother Is In! j 
Yet we must not be critical of her. 
If she has believed much that she ] 
has heard or read from those w ho! 
art supposed to know, how could 
•he escape the dilemma? 
Of course. It’s just too bad she 
can’t rely more on her common­ 
sense. If she could, she would' 
easily see that no child can be 


most happy and likable without 
experiencing some frustrations. 
Try to shield him from one neces- 
i; v frustration end in doing so 
you face him wi’h many other 
fruit rations. 
Good child-rearing does not 
consist of preventing frustrations 
in Ute youngster but of choosing 
the f ms t rat ions least harmful or 
most useful to him, the frustra­ 
tions which will best help him 
escape more severe and more 
numerous frustrations later; and 
of finding ways for him to face 
the.*-e necessary frustrations with 
the least emotional harm to hint. 
The child who learns from his 
early Infancy that his parents 
surely w* n’t I# f him have certain 
things he wants; who learns as 
sooti as lse can move about that 
there arc a f vv things he must 
not do; who learns effectively tile 
unambiguous meaning of "No" 
• rarely heard! will surely meet 
w’ith some frustrations. But these 
; few frustrations will save him 
from many other frustrations 
later.

matter, overruled tim military advice — and now ore civ 
ilians trying to mastermind the war. 
This was possibly the most dramatic point iii the 
MacArthur address, and in the opinion of rn.my repro 
sented a telling blow against the Administration, one 
which puts Mr. Trum an so much on the defensive that he 
will have to play into General M acArthur’* hands in his 
next move. 
But there are weaknesses as well as strengths in this 
attack. General MacArthur was fired, after all, not techni­ 
cally for having certain views, but for continuing to ex 
press them publicly after being ordered not to. Saying 
that someone else shared the views and, not having publi­ 
cized them, was not dismissed, is not a complete answer 
in the matter. 
Moreover, there is a serious fallacy in this defense in 
another respect. The whole theory of the American sy s­ 
tem of government is that the civilian authority shall have 
final control over the military department. So far as con­ 
cerns the Chiefs of Staff being overruled in their military 
suggestions, assum ing this to bt' the case as the MacArthur 
statements would indicate, this is not an improper situa­ 
tion, but precisely the one contemplated by our Constitu­ 
tion. 
I he most obvious reasons can Ik* suggested why a 
course of action quite proper if considered solely on the 
military basis, would be entirely wrong from diplomatic, 
social, economic or other points of view. 
I here will be those who, looking hack at the Mac­ 
Arthur address, will regret that he narrowed the issue 
down so sharply and omitted reference to many broad and 
udgent issues which ought to be included in any all-out 
discussion of our foreign and defense policies. 
He did not touch upon the fact which is one of the 
most significant in the whole dispute— the fact that pro­ 
com m unists infiltrated deep into our State I Apartment 
some years hack, and do not appear ever to have been suc­ 
cessfully eliminated— so that Uncle Sam is in the am bigu­ 
ous position of going to pro-Conimunist braintrusters on 
his payroll to get advice on how to contain and eliminate 
the threat of Communist domination. 
In many ways this is the most basic of all the ques­ 
tions. It is the only factor which ties together a great many 
separate points in our foreign policy which appear to he 
grave flaws that will eventually undermine our world 
position. It gives the clue to the answer to such diverse 
questions as why we have lelused to accept Spain's help 
in integrating European defense; why we pulled the rug 
under Chiang Kai-shek and forced him to abandon the 
Chinese continent to the Com m unists; why General Mac­ 
A rthur was quite acc eptable to the Roosevelt and I roman 
official families— down to the point where he wanted to] 
do something tangible iii the way of de stroying the C om ­ 
munist threat. 
So far as the* New Deal foreign policy is*concerned, 
there are many who have been protesting against it in its 
various stages for years— back to the days when, as we 
now know, President Roosevelt was scheming with Eng 
land, China and I fenland to hail and maneuver Japan into 
attacking us and thereby drag this nation into the Second 
World W ar contrary to the wishes of the great majority 
of the Americ an pepole. 
I here has been a steady fire of criticism over all the 
long and tragic blunders which produced the series of re 
vers.ils and disasters that have* led us to our present un­ 
certain position. 
A great many Americans earnestly believe that Pearl 
I laibor was preventable, aud that the scandal flack of it 
was suppressed only by brutal and terroristic methods on 
! the part of the State Department, Executive staff and inili- 
I tary branc h. I hey believe that nearly all our present world 
troubles rise out of the* absurd errors of the hr.lint Misters 
1 at I elioran aud ^ alia aud I 'disdain — I I IE A U I I IO RS 
•O F W I IIC 11. IN TI IE MAIN, S T IL L D O M IN A T E O U R

needed is a great national debate, not on fringe questions,
